Thejaded horse unable to move it another inch because of drooping spirit and 
lack of interest. 


A dozen onlookers-some merely waiting to see what is going to happen- 
others giving advice and direction. 
But none of these will start the cart moving. 


Then from the crowd step out three or four k doers.” They put their shoulders 
to the wheel lending both effort and example until others follow them. The 
thing begins to move—gains momentum as all things do when once out of a rut. 


And so, also, is it with civic progress—community movements, local enterprise 
—when “doers put their shoulders to the wheel.”
